‘UNITED STATES POLICY. . 


Washington, Mareh 4, 

President Harding was inaugurated at the Capitol at Washington 
to-day as the twenty-ninth President of the United States. 

President Harding, in his inaugural address, said the progress 
of the United States proved the wisdom of the inherited policy of 
non-involvement in the affairs of: the old world. The new administra- 
tion did not intend to become entangled in those affaira. The United 
States cannot become a party to any: ‘permanent military alliance 
nor assume any foreign economic obligations. Nevertheless the 
United States was ready to confer with the nations of the world with 
the view to recommending a way for almost complete disarmament, 
He favoured the creation of a.World Court for the settlement of 
justiciable questions which nations agree te submit thereto but 
“every commitment of the United States must be made in the exercise 
of national sovereignty.” 

The United States, in the new order of finance of trade, meant 
to promote enlarged activities and seck expanded confidence. As 
regards “our supreme task” he said “we shall give no people just 
cause to make war as we hold no national prejudices and entertain 
no spirit of revenge, do not’ hate, nor covet, nor dread conquest and do 
not boast armed prowess, but if war again is forced on us we earnestly 
hope a way may be found to unify individual and collective strength 
and consecrate all America materially and spiritually to | national 
defence.” 

He advocated the protection of industries, saying that “higher 
production costs must be reflected in our import tariffa to-day ag 
never before. When peoples are seeking trade restoration and ex- 
pansion our tariffs must be adjusted to the new order. We cannot 
sel! successfully unless we carry, and opportunities in the new era in 
production. and transportation, trade can best he seized by carrying 
zargoes in American bottoms to the markets world.” 


ANTEBOLSHEVIST RISINGS. 


London, March 4. 
A wireless message from Moscow makes first mention of an anti- 
shevist mutiny at Petrograd by General Kozlovski and on the ship 
* -opavlovsk. The outbreak, as a matter of form, is attributed to 
gntente machinations. It is reported from Stockholm that troops 
have been summoned from the North to Petrograd and have ap- 
parently gained the upperhand. The seamen have. been sent back to 
their ships and the workmen to factories. Artillery swept the stretia 
on March 2nd and suppzessen su oppostuon. Meanwhile it.is stated 
the revolt is spreading all over the country. Peasants are resisting 
the seizure of corn and compulaory wood hewing for railways. The 
President of the Soviet Commitee admits the riots. 
Later. 
Anti-Bolshevist rigings in Russia are now ; admitted. A Moscow 
wireless says there is “no doubt the mutiny of General Kozlovski and 
on the ship Petropavlovik wags prepared by Entente spies, like the 
former White Guard mutinies. It is'clear that the Kronstadt revolt 
is directed from Paris and that it will be rapidly liquidated. The 
Entente undoubtedly spread the néts and not Kronstadt alone. It is 
the task of the Red Guards to destroy the nets.” 


TRADE UNIONS. 


London, March 4, 
The Executive Council of the American Federation of Labour 
has decided on severance of relations with the Internationa] Federa- 
tion of Trades Unions of Eyrope owing to the latter's “revolutionary 
activities” and failure to recoynise the national autonomy of trade 
union centres .in various countries.

Geta Move On! 

We are wondering what the 
Kowloon Residents’ Association, 
which was ~ instrumental in 
securing a site for the proposed 
new hospital acrosg, the harbour, 
will think of the Govornment 
reply to the question regarding 
tho erection of the institution. It 
appears that all that has been 
done so far, beyond a vote of 
$50,000 in this year's Budget, is 
the completion of the sketch plans. 
The possibility. of work on tho, 
site being commenced within.two 
months was mentioned, the 
Colonial Secretary adding that 
when the detailed plans are 
finished, tenders will be invited. 
In our: opinion, these are 
far from satisfactory statements; 
they seom to betray a spirit of 
procrastination which, applied to 
such, an ‘urgent necessity, is 
regrettable. Thero has been 
nothing but delay in the handling 
of this project since it was first 
advocated. First of all, the 
Government selected a site which 
was most inaccessible. Fortuna- 
tely, the K.R.A.’a advice was 
listened to and.a better location 
decided upon. That was months 
ago, Now wo know for a fact 
that, to any nothing of the erec- 
tion of the actual building, work 
has not oven yet been begun onthe 
site. What is more, Mr. Pollock's 
question was not answered 
at all.. Tho latter part of it was: 
--'What steps are boing taken to 
expedite the building of such 
hospital?” (Tho italics arc ours). 
indicates 
that there is the least expedition 
being shown, cither in regard to 
clearing the site or in the con- 
struction of the building. What 
information of value is there in 
the’ statement that when the 
detailed plans are finished, 
tenders will be invited? None 
whatever, That's the usual 
course, isn’t it? .Tenders are not 
‘ordinarily asked for until tho 
plans are ready. What the 
Government fails to realise is 
that thero is real need for haste 
in this matter. Tho necessity 
for a hospital has long since been 
established, That being so, why 
all the dilly-dallying ?

Ordinary cracker-firing is not the 
be interfered with, much ag we 
should like to see it materially 
curtailed; but the ban on these 
bombs is something to the good, 
anyhow. Since the. China Now 
Year disaster, there has heen 
much talk of the necessity 
of enforcing the existing 
law in regard to the throwing 
of nissiles from verandaha—and 
rightly so, too. But we quite 
realise that this is a difficult 
matter with which to deal satis- 
factorily. It is not easy, as the 
Government says, to identify the 
actual offender, and there are 
objections to legislating for the 
purpose of making the occupier of 
the promises from which objects 
are thrown criminally liable for 
tho acta of others. All the same, 
it would be well if a sharp look- 
out is kept to check this practice, 
which, in regard to ~ far 
more objectionable things than 
crackers, is at the present time all 
too common. : 


China’s Soldiery.

The 
laundry van called there once a 
week. Stranze to say, these 
places were usually the ones 
where the woman had no kiddies 
and was out. every afternoon 
when she wasnd’ “At Homo.” 
The big families did. their own 
washing. Their line was usually 
full: up at the forepart of each 
week. Ye could call on them 
ony afternoon, for their chimney 
smoked at -regular intervals 
denoting systematic feeding. 
Others there were who séemed 
to have a running buffet going 
all the time and their strong suit 
in the chow line appeared to be 
creat crackers and sardines when 
they werena’ finishing off the

That 
they are astigmatic is neither here 
nor there, Tho pointis that even 
the most powerful glasses canna’ 
see round corners, and I maintain 
it is the back view of most things 
that tolls us most onyway. 

Of course, on the other hand, 
Wells is oo ordinary man, 
Already he has written the whole 
history.of humanity from ‘the 
earliest ages, so that. he’s no 
slouch at the game ot diagnosing 
the ills national. To such a man 
to feel the national pulse is easy 
money. Surely then, one .who 
has reduced all human life to a 
few hundred pages, with illustra- 
tions, can boil down all ‘that is 
known or knowable about Russia 
from shapeless protoplasm to the 
bifrocated Bolshevik, into 150 
pages and find a fortnight quite 
sufficient for the job. Though 
arguing thus wi’ myself, still J 
have a doubt whether Mr. Wells 
has said the last word on the 
Russian paradise. Maybe one or 
two: details in the backyard of 
affairs have escaped him. When 
he says that thero is no looting in 
Petrograd, it’s probably becauso 
there's nothing else left to 
loot, The same abundant 
self-confidence that disposed 
of o tew million years 
of recorded’ and (mostly) un- 
recorded higtory is again 
apparent hero, Chale, on the 
other hand, thatthe man - is 
perfectly honest—wi' himself. 1 
canna’ imagine for a moment 
that he went to Russia wi’ 
impressions already. ready-made, 
like somo loss acute observers. 

The Bolsheviks seemed to have 
foared as much. In Petrograd, 
we are told, they asked him. not 
to Jet them down ag Mrs. Philip 
Snowden and Mr: Bertrand 
Russell had done. Mr. Wells 
made no rash promises, but all 
the same friend Bolshie does not 
emerge wi’ much credit from his 
analysis, His final decision is 
fairly expressed in the following 
paragraph “, 

“This Bolshevik Government 
is at. once the most temerarious 
and the loast experienced gov- 
erning body in the world. In 
some directions its incompet: 
ence is amazing. In most its 
ignorance is profound. Of the 
diabolical cunning of ‘capital- 
ism’and of the subtletics of 
reaction i¢ is ridiculotaly 
suspicious and sometimes it 
takes fright and is cruel. But 
essentially it is honest. It ig 
the most simple-minded gov- 
emment that exists in the 
warld to-day.” 

If I was thinking of going to 
Russia the day after to-morrow, 
I doubt whether I could find 
much comfort in such a descrip- 
tion, I think I'd be pretty much 
in the same position as the old 
darkie woman:. who, after an 
earthquake, removed from a brick 
built church to a wooden one. 
Her excuse was. that, while she 
trusted the Lord, shé thought at 
the same timesthere was no 
use fooling wi’ Him!

MARRIED OR NOT MARRIED? 

March 10th.—In the Bill laid 
before the Council and read a first 
time to-day for the regulation of 
tho rogistration of births, deaths, 
and marriages there are ano or 
two sections ‘taken from the 
Imperial Acts which would appear. — 
to have beon inserted with very 
little consideration of the real 
facts of the position in Hongkong, 
and of the state-of the law hera, 
For the enrolment of the births 
of legitimate children, the father - 
is primarily responsible. For the; 
registration of illegitimate 
children, the-mother and no one 
is to be put on the register ag 
father without his consent or that 
of the woman. It is ve:y doubtful 
if amongst the mays of pagan 
Chinese in Hongkong there ara 
very many legitimate children. 
All the children of conoubines are 
certainly illegitimate, English. 
law, and English law alone, 
prevails’ in Hongkong. Marriage 
according to that law,: is the 
union of one man with one woman 
for life, to the exclusion of all 
others, Chinese marriages, with 
their concommitant conoubinage, 
have never been recognised by: 
law in Hongkong, and if ever the 
question comes up fairly before 
the Courts the better opinion is 
that they will be pronounced not 
to be marriages at all. It isa 
disgrace tothe Government ‘of ° 
Hongkong that there has never 
been any attempt at legislation 
as to the status of Chinese women 
and children in the Oolony,

It is.of interest to note that in 
the very samo month some 
twenty-tive ycars ago a similar 
epidemic occurred in the Colony 
and cuused con-iderable alarm 
amongst the residents, it being 
then a matter for discussion 
whiether the disease was 
rinderpest: or, what was inoru 
alarming~anthrax, The problem 
urose from the lack uf 
expert advice created by the 
absence of the then Colonial: 
Veterinury Surgeon from the 
Colony, ‘and in his ‘place. two 
local medicos were invited by the 
‘Dury Farm to examine their 
cattle at Pokfulum and‘ give a 
verdict. ‘lhe consternation . of 
the residents may be imagined 
when one of these medicos pro- 
nounced the disease as anthrax. 
in cousequence, of this’ view, 
measures .for the segregation 
of the cattle with .a view 
to preventing the . communica- 
tion of the infection to 
human beings were rigorously 
Carried out but eventually the 
truth was established that they 
were suffering only from riider- 
post. ‘This outbreak first brought

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FRITZ--HIS MARK! 


These are days when we are hearing and reading much 
about Gerinan finances, and the value of the mark in 
relation to the currency of other countries. We all know 
what a wild rush there was a few years back to buy roubles. 
But we havent yet heard of “anybody who has made a 
fortune by this particular nicans uf, investinent. For the 
moment, roubles are faking a back seat, but’ the get-rich- 
quick fraternity, or some of them, are now taking a look 
‘at the German mark. Recently we saw, a umely warning 
issued against those who think of speculating ‘in fureign 
exchange, especialty German marks. The authority who 
sought the ear of the investing public asserted that. specu- 

ating in inarks is no different from any other form of 
extremely hazardous speculation. : 
_ Let us look at a few facts regarding German currency. 
A rerent statement issued by .the Imperial Bank of 
Germany showed an outstanding circulation of nearly 
68,000,000,000 marks. Note caretully that it is billivtis; 
not millions. It is an increase from the 1,890,898, 000 
marks in circulation July 25, 1914, on the eve of the war. 
At the back of Germany's 68,000,000,000 in paper money 
is only 1,091,636,000 marks in gold. ‘That is inflation on 
an enormous scale. It means that the gold value of the 
mark has been diluted 6200 per cent,. in terins of paper 
money now circulating. Obviously, the Germans are printing 
chromos, not currency. And, obviously, the speculator in 
German marks is dabbling with hot air, not actual values, 
p> Inflate a rubber balloon to 62 times its original size and 
you know what is about to happen. ‘Che German mark 
cannot be inflated much further without becoming entirely 
demonetized—worthless. ‘The pay of a private in the 
German army is now 250 times as big as before the war, 
according to the Minister of Defense, Herr Gessler. Yet 
Gerinans are spurning Army service. ‘Che mark, inflated 
62-to-1, does not lure the German, who is on the spot and 
- knows what the mark is actually worth. As far back as 
last October 10, it was announced by the finance minister 
ata meeting of the German Cabinet, that the deficit of the 
German Government in the present ftnancial year will be 
nearly 68,000,000,000 marks, ‘against its total expenditure 
of only 3,500,000,000 marks for all governtnental purposes 

in 1914, © ; a 
7 Such is the state of affairs behind the German mark. 
"The figures cited certainly show the hazards of the specul- 
, ator who is buying marks:‘on margin. The situation will 
not be always thus, admittedly, but in view of Germany's 
obligations towards the Allies the present outlook is none 
too bright. ‘There are other sides of this matter of de- 
preciated currency, involving issues of worldwide . import- 
ance. But we are not concerned with these at ihe moment. 
he best advice we can give to intending speculators in 
‘German marks at the present. time is just this—inark time

Privileged Offenders. 


We noticed a _ proceeding 
yesterday on the part of some 
Public Works Departinent coolies 


that should not bo allowed to'take |- 


place again. Some of the main 
stroete of the City are boing re-tar 
painted in places and it is necea- 
sory to spread dry sand over the 
nowly-applied tar. We realise 
that after rain itia a problem to 
get dry sand and that the wet 
heaps must be spread out some- 
whero wherethesand has a chance 
to get dry again. But thero is 
objection, on the ground of public 
safety, to spreading this sand inst 
u 
Chater Road yesterday morning, 
right by the junction of Ice House 
Street, practically the whole of 
the road was being utilised for 
sand drying purposes. Several 
big stretches of loose sand were 
being raked about by coolics, and 
one could not help thinking that 
for motorists turning the corner 
by Messrs. Lane, Crawford's or 
Messrs. Shewan Tomes and Co. 
this sand présonted a positive 
danger. It certainty was an 
obstruction, especially to track 
pullers, who aro forced 
to proceed by that route. 
We should like to know 
why it is that our P.W.D. has 
carte blanch to do practically as it 
likes in our public streets. In- 
dividuals aro summoned readily 
enough, hawkers and shopkeepors 
are not infrequently taken.before 
our Magistrates for causing 
obstructions, and yet our P.W.D. 
can grossly offend right in the 
heart of the City and go untouch- 
ed and undisturbed. If it wants 
dry sand for tarring .pirposes, 
let it dry tho -sand in a 
Proper place,, not in the 
centre of a road used -by all 
classes of traffic. Wo have often 
referred, to other obstructions 
committed by the same Depart- 
ment and it is high time that the 
same measure of polico action, 
was taken against its employees 
as jis taken against private. in- 
dividuals.

Kowloon Motor Buses. 


Saturday's Government Gazelle 
contained Jengthy draft regula- 
tions proposed to bo made by the 
Governor in Council covering the 
forthcoming institution of a motor 
bus service for Kowloon, and 
givin: lawful authority for the 
Governor in Council to grant by 
licence to any person whose 
tonder is accepted the exclusive 
right of maintaining services 
of public motor — vehicles 
within such portions of the Colony 
as may he defined in such licence 
We havo carefully read through 
the regulations and find that they 
have been framed to givo efficient 
services and a maximum of pro- 
tection to passengers, 
Kowloon service there will be not 
less than 15 motor vehicles, each 
capable of carrying 19 adult 
persons including the driver and 
conductor, Fourroutes have been 
designed, the first being from 
the Kowloon Ferry to Shamsuipo, 
thesecond from Hunghom to Kow- 
loon Ferry, the third from Hung- 
hom to Shamsuipo and the fourth 
from Hunghom to Kowloon City. 
Authorised stopping places have 
heon detailed’ and time tables 
fixed. On the Kowloon Ferry to 
Shamsuipo service vehicles will 
run from the Ferry every ten 
minutes beginning at 7 a.m, 
and concluding at 11.30 p.m. The 
Honghom to Kowloon Ferry ser- 
vico will also be a ten. minutes 
service whilst the Hunghom to 
Shamsuipo service is identical 
with the exception of an earlier 
start in the morning and a later 
finish at night. The Hunghom 
to. Kowloon City service will be 
a thirty-minutes. service. The 
fares have also been laid down, 
varying from 15 cents ‘first class 
and 6 cents second class for a 
whole trip to five cents first class 
and 2 cents second class for sec- 
tions or portions of sections, Re- 
gulations governing the conduct 
of passengers have been framed, 
and one cannot read through the 
seven closoly-printed pages of 
information without realising 
that this proposed: Kowloon ser- 
vice has been given much time 
and thought in its organisation.

BRITISH ALERTNESS REGARDING

After alluding to the Govern- 
ment’s recognition of the need of 
retrenchment, Mr, Redmayno 
dealt with. a. subject of direct 
interest to business men in the 
Colony. ° : 

“British manufacturers do not 
imagine fora momont that they 
will be able to get on 
unless they hold and develop 
their. export business, -I feel 
sure that our friends in some of 
the countries to which we export 
would be surprised if they could 
seo how keen the majority of 
manufacturers aro in regard to 
export trade, and how much they 
aro relying upon it ‘for the future 
of their enterprises, Apart from 
the fight which must take place 
sooner or lator to got tho ratio of 
wages back to what it should be, 
prompt delivery can be given now 
of almost all articids, ; 

“Wo have maunfacturers com- 
ing in to see us with a view to 
getting orders where a couple of 
years ago the manufacturer was 
doing a favour if he supplied you. 
As an example, 1° remember 
@ man hunting all round 
Sheffield ina taxi-cab, and think- 
ing. himself lucky to be able to 
purchase one set of tools. Con- 
ditions aro different to-day. 
I would like to- mention a 
vory important point, particularly 
in dealing with Chinese mer-| 
chants, who did not under- 
stand the “price-rise” clause, 
the natives apparently supposing 
that there was some imposition 
about it. As a matter of fact, the 
British manufacturer had no 
alternative, especially in the 
early ‘part of 1919, when labour 
and material costs were con- 
tinually mounting. At the present 
time I think it may be taken that 
the majority. of prices can be 
quoted firm.” 

THE POTENTIALITIES or 
CHINA, 

Asked whether manufacturers 
in the Old Country were’ alive: to 
the potentialities of China, Mr. 
Redmayne responded, 

“They. are certainly alive to 
the possibilities of industrial de- 
velopment, and manufacturers are 
forming groups for China trade. 
Between thirty and forty eng- 
ineering firms - showed their 
interest as soon as they heard 
of my intended visit to the Far 
East by committing tomy care 
provisional agencies,” ; 

Dealing with the question from 
an economic statidpoint, Mr. 
Redmayne said : 

“Freer export from England, 
as I seo it, will depend 
upon two-things—~a recommence- 
ment of purchasing by Eng- 
land of .other people’s goods and 
a reduction in the price of Eng- 
lish manufactures.

out the option of a fine. Mr. 
‘Vaux said he could produce 
before his Worship the 
defendant's . employer who 
would testify to the ‘good 
character which the man bore 
and wouild act as security for the 
man’s ggod conduct in the future. 
Tho @éfendant would, moreover, 
be sont back to the country 
where. he would be — out 
of mischief’'s way. Under 
theso circumstances, his Wor- 
ship was asked to exercise 
lenioncy and change the-sentence 
of imprisonment to one of a fine. 


Mr. G.N. Orme, replying, said 
that the weapon found on the 
defendant was a serviceable one, 
end if he were to give him a 
chance by imposing only a fine, 
other prisoners who would be 
brought to Court in the future in 
connection with similar charges 
would claim the same privilege.
